T IS morally certain that Mr. Stewart's bench 


men do not expect to carry the State of Ne- 


vada by their own party strength. There is good 
reason to believe that they do not expect to win at 
all except in a fragmentary way. They are especi- 
ally anxious to elect the Governor, United States 
Senator and Representative in Congress. 
If they 


can capture these offices they feel that it will give 
them the prestige of victory and virtually put them 
in political control of the State. 


They are especially anxious about the Senator- 


ship because of its national significance and 
the 


length of the term. If a Fusion Senator is elected 
he will hold for six years, and during that long pe- 
riod the anti-Republicans of the State will have one 
potent voice in the affairs of the nation. Moreover, 
if the Fusionists elect the Senator, it will place them 
on strong ground for the campaign two years hence, 
and make it reasonably certain that they can then 
elect another. 


On the other hand if the Republicans can elect 


the Senator, it will give them a decided advantage 
in 1904, and probably enable them to re-elect that 
great exemplar of consistency and purity in politics, 
Wm. M. Stewart. 
Of course Stewart is a bitter 


pill for Republicans, in general, to swallow. Some 
of them will not voluntarily do it, but if their party 
is successful, they will be compelled to do so, will- 
ing or unwilling. 


The election of Judge Hawley would create a 


condition that would make the election of Stewart 
a certainty.' He would not be the choice of the 
popular electorate, but that would make no differ- 
ence . He has an ambition to remain in the Senate 
until he is a hundred years of age, he cares not by 
what methods that ambition is realized, and with 
a Republican legislature he would not be for a mo- 
ment in doubt as to the method of procedure. Then 
we would have two senators, both well up to the oc- 
togenarian class—one of whom long since lost the 
respect of all his Senatorial associates-whom no- 
body takes seriously, while the other would be far 
past the age at which men ever learn anything in a 
new field of intellectual activity. Judge Hawley 
would be a staid, respectable, but altogether unim- 
portant figure in the Senate, while Stewart would 
be an object of mingled pity and contempt. 


Still, these to Senatorships are what the Re- 


publicans especially want, and most of them are will- 
ing to take even Stewart in order to reach the de- 
sired end. Their only hope lies in dividing the for- 
ces opposed to the Republican party and winning 
the legislature in a triangular fight. This is what 
the Democrats and Silver party men must carefully 
guard 
against. 
If thoroughly united, they are 


strong enough to win hands down, and they should 
see to it that they are so united. In every legisla- 
tive district they should come together in a spirit of 
hearty good will and generous concession. 
They 


should nominate men of 
character and standing 


who have the respect and confidence of those who 
are expected to support them. 
They should be 


men who, when elected, will be an honor to the 
State as legislators — faithful, efficient and brave 
enough to do their duty as they see it. 


This can easily be done and every true friend 


of Nevada's interests should resolve himself into a 
committee of one to help do it. The Stewart peo- 
ple cannot possibly score a point except by divid- 
ing the Fusion forces, and to allow them to do this 
would be a blunder amounting almost to a political 
crime.
